Thant Chooses Not To Serve 


. . . U.N. CHIEF REPROACHES BIG POWERS; DRAFT MOVES START 


United Nations. N.Y. M>—U 


Thant, in an announcement 
tinged with reproach for the 
great powers, declined Thurs- 
day to serve a second five- 
year term as United Nations 
secretary-general. 


The United Statrs quickly 


implored him to reconsider 
and advertised Us readiness 
to join any move to draft him 
for the job. 


Thant's decision, w h i c h 


posed a prospect of a n e w 
East-West clash over a suc- 
cessor, turned aside h e a v y 
pressure from many nations, 
including the United States 
and the Soviet Union, to keep 
him on the job. 


Viet Nam, China 


The soft-spoken 57-year-old 


Burmese diplomat, his state- 
ment reflecting deep worry 
over the Viet Nam war and 
the exclusion of Red C h i n a 
from the U n i t e d Nations, 
pave no c l e a r indication 
whether he would be suscepti- 
ble to a draft, but the United 
States made it known that 
Washington w o u l d do any- j 
thing possible to persuade I 


him to stay on. if only for 
l e s s than a full five-year 
term. 


Britain quickly voiced re- 


gret at Thant's decision. The 
foreign office In London ex- 
pressed the greatest 
confi- 


dence in Thant, and said the 
British people and "the entire 
international community owe 
him a lasting debt." 


The attitude of the Soviet 


government might be a key 
to whether Thant—who kept 
himself unavailable as his an- 
nouncement was circulated— 
would reconsider. 


Thant, in a 1,000-w o r d 


statement circulated among 
U.N. members, reflected the 
frustrations and disappoint- 
ments of the post he assumed 
in November 1961 a f t e r the 
death of Sweden's Dag Ham- 
marskjold in a plane crash 
in Africa at the height of the 
Congo crisis. 


Thant deplored the war in 


Viet Nam as threatening to 
lead to a major conflict and 
expressed disappointment at 
the 
lack 
of 
cooperation 


among member governments 


in the search for peace. He 
called the Viet Nam war a 
"reproach to the conscience 
of humanity." 


U.S. 
Ambassador 
Arthur i 


Goldberg quickly issued a 
statement voicing America's 
profound regret at the Thant 
decision, but adding that the 
United States "persists in the 
hope that the secretary-gen- 
eral will accede to the desire 
of the membership that he 
consent to the extension of 
his term of office." 


Sign LBJ Concerned 


Goldberg pointedly said this 


was an official U.S. govern- 
ment statement, an indication 
of President Johnson's per- 
sonal concern. 


"Extension" of the t e r m 


would not involve accepting 
a full new term of five years. 


Commenting on T h a n t's 


view of the Viet Nam situa- 
tion, the U.S. statement rec- 
ognized that the war "hangs 
as a cloud over w o r l d af- 
fairs." but it proclaimed a

A Worsening Feud 


Those who might rejoice over tho In- 


creased tempo of the feud between the 
Soviet Union and Red China would do well 
to look behind the scenes. Any weakening 
of the communist front is in some respects 
an advantage to the West but we must sec 
first what is behind that weakening In 
this case, the Red split can be attributed 
to Red China's belligerency. 


It is in this situation that we can find 


little comfort. Red China has been in the 


throes of change in re- 
cent months. It h a s 
gone through a purge 
of the population in

general. 


• the ruling party, and has seen the birth of 
a militant youth group known as the Red 
Guard. Developments in China at the mo- 
ment have many of the earmarks of the 
. rise of Hitler in Germany and Stalin m 
Russia and thai is a combination that bids 
well for no one. Rather than any effort to 
get along with the rest of the world. Red 
China is becoming more and more tyran- 
nical. 


And in the face of this, we arc treated 


to the Asian tour of French President 
Charles de Gaulle, seeing everything In his 
path with rose-colored glasses. DC Gaulle 
apparently docs not see the aggressive ac- 
tions of Red China, docs not think that the 
communists have true designs on all of 
Asia and would use any means to get there. 


The French president seems to have a 


disregard even for history, advocating that 
the U.S. withdraw its troops from Viet 
Nam and seek a political solution to the 
war there, based on the Geneva accords 
of 1954. How docs De G;iulle believe the 
Geneva accords managed to fail in the 
first place? How does he think Asia has 
reached the point in former French Indo- 
china that it has today? 


* 
Of course, the Geneva accords if applied 


anew would work and peace would come in 
Viet Nam. But it has been the communists 
who have blocked all implementation of 
these accords. The Reds have not only 
failed to cooperate in the free elections 
that were agreed upon at Geneva in 1954 but 
they have even infiltrated and attacked the 
territories which were independently estab- 
lished at Geneva. In Laos, one of the prod- 
ucts of the Geneva accords, the commu- 
nists at best have been only frustrated m 
their attempts at a total takeover. T h e 
country is serving today as a major route 
of military transportation from North to 
South Viet Nam. It is because of the open

attack by North Viet Nam against t h c 
south that we find ourselves so heavily 
committed there. 


The thinking of De Gutille totally es- 


capes us when he advocates t h a t we pull 
out and then negotiate. The day we pulled 
out, the communists would move In and 
oven If negotiations uere completed satis- 
factorily, they would be meaningless. Kv- 
cry action to'day by Red China has been 
in'the opposite direction of peace. Just as 
did Hitler in World War II. Red China con- 
tlnucs to build for an assault upon its neigh- 
bors and perhaps the entire world. Do we 
open the door for them and step back or 
do we make a stand? All Indications arc 
that to do the former would be disastrous. 
Certainly, tho situation is such that the 
chance is one we would not want to take. 


It is argued by some that Red China's 


position is misunderstood by us, that it is 
only a facade that belies the domestic dif- 
ficulties she faces. Perhaps China's pre- 
occupation with the force of arms serves 
as domestic diversion or opiate but what 
confidence could there be in relying upon 
this? 


And if this is an essential tool nf the 


Red Chinese high command, it would have 
to be pursued. On this basis (he country 
could never become anything but more and 
more domineering, tyrannical and demand- 
ing. If it needs somching on which its peo- 
ple can feed. Ihen we could hardly expect 
any peaceful overtures by us to succeed.

Discontinuing The Zephyr 


Protests are certainly in order out of 


Nebraska against the application to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission of the West- 
ern Pacific Railroad Co. to discontinue the 
California Zephyr route. The railroad claims 
it is losing revenue on the passenger route 
and. therefore, wants to end it. 


Such has been the course of events in 


this field for some years now and to some 
extent it has undoubtedly been justified. 
But the railroads have done about as poor 
a job in their passenger departments as 
could be done through a deliberate effort 
to scuttle the service. 


There has been a continuous cutting 


back to the point where facilities and serv- 
ices are uninviting to the general puonc. 
New passenger equipment on the railroads 
seems totally non-existent and maintenance 
on the cars used is poor. Schedules are 
often meaningless with late departures and 


arrivals more common than operations on 
time. 


What the railroads have done is given 


up on passenger service and at a time \vb~r. 
thu mobility of the American people Ins 
never been greater. You cannot help but 
wonder if the railroads have not failed in 
their responsibility in the nre^ nf passenger 
transportation. T!n.-\ have made no recog- 
nizable effort (j keep or expand their pa- 
tronage.

Red Chinese 
Attitude 


Those who might rejoice over the in­ 
creased tempo of the feud between the 
Soviet Union and Red China would do well 
to look behind the scenes. Any weakening 
of the communist front is in some respects 
a n advantage to the West but we must see 
first what is behind that weakening. In 
this case, the Red split can be attributed 
to Red China’s belligerency. 
It is in this situation that we can find 
little comfort. Red China has been in the 
throes of change in re­ 
cent months. It h a s 
gone through a purge 
of the population in 
general, 
particularly 
• the ruling party, and has seen the birth of 
a militant youth group known as the Red 
Guard. Developments in China at the mo­ 
ment have many of the earmarks of the 
rise of Hitler in 
Germany and Stalin m 
Russia and that is a combination 
that bids 
well for no one. Rather than any effort to 
get along with the rest of the world, Red 
China is becoming more and more tyran­ 
nical. 
And in the face of this, we are treated 
to the Asian four of French President 
Charles de Gaulle, seeing everything in his 
path with rose-colored glasses. De Gaulle 
apparently does not see the aggressive ac­ 
tions of Red China, does not think that the 
communists have true designs on all of 
Asia and would use any means to get there. 
The French president seems to have a 
disregard even for history, advocating that 
the U.S. withdraw its troops from Viet 
Nam and seek a political solution to the 
war there, based on the Geneva accords 
of 1954. How does De G/iulle believe the 
Geneva accords managed to fail in the 
first place? How does he think Asia has 
reached the point in former French Indo­ 
china that it has today? 


★ 
Of course, the Geneva accords if applied 
anew would work and peace would come in 
Viet Nam. But it has been the communists 
.who have blocked all implementation of 
these accords. The Reds have not only 
failed to cooperate in the free elections 
that were agreed upon at Geneva in 1954 but 
they have even infiltrated and attacked the 
territories which were independently estab­ 
lished at Geneva. In Laos, one of the prod­ 
ucts of the Geneva accords, the commu­ 
nists at best have been only frustrated in 
their attempts at a total takeover. The 
country is serving today as a major route 
of military transportation from North to 
South Viet Nam. It is because of the open 


attack by North Viet Nam against t h e 
south that we find ourselves so heavily 
committed there. 
The thinking of De Gaulle totally es­ 
capes us when he advocates that we pull 
out and then negotiate. The day we pulled 
out, the communists would move in and 
even if negotiations were completed satis­ 
factorily, they would be meaningless. Ev­ 
ery action today by Red China has been 
in the opposite direction of peace, .lust as 
did Hitler in World War II. Red China con­ 
tinues to build for an assault upon its neigh­ 
bors and perhaps the entire world. Do we 
open the door for them and step back or 
do we mak*- a stand? All indications are 
that to do the lormer would be disastrous. 
Certainly, the situation Is such that the 
chance is one we would not want to take. 
★ 
It is argued by some that Red China's 
position is misunderstood by us. that it is 
only a facade that belies the domestic dif­ 
ficulties she faces. Perhaps China’s pre­ 
occupation with the force of arms serves 
as domestic diversion or opiate but what 
confidence could there be in relying upon 
this'.’ 
And if this is an essential tool of the 
Red Chinese high command. It would have 
to be pursued. On this basis the country 
could never become anything but more and 
more domineering, tyrannical and demand­ 
ing. If it needs somehing on which its peo­ 
ple can feed, then we could hardly expect 
any peaceful overtures by us to succeed. 
* At the same time, congressional voices 
are heard in favor of withdrawing our 
troops from Western 
Europe, on the princi­ 
ple that a now flour­ 
ishing Europe no long­ 
er needs this military 
security. This is a far too narrow view of 
the world. It is inconceivable that if a 
major confrontation with Red China devel­ 
oped. the rest of the world would not ulti­ 
mately be drawn into the affair. Asia will 
not become, alone, the field of battle for 
World War III. It is hoped, of course, and 
believed that there will be no World War 
III but this is part of eventuality against 
wiiich we must guard. 
It is an unsettled world in which we 
live and it is disturbing to see a surge of 
per.secution and violence in Red China.

Neverthe­

Russians long have predicted 
increasing friction, even a 
clash, between the two po­ 
tent communist partners, the 
USSR and China. 
Flashback No. 2—In Chi­ 
nese schools for the past ten 
years, children h a v e been 
t a u g h t to chant: “ Hate 
America, hate imperialism, 
hate im{)erialist .America.” 
This was shrewd strategy 
on the part of Chinese lead­ 
ers. for they needed a whip­ 
ping boy to convince the Chi­ 
nese people of the need for 
unity and self-sacrifice. 
“ revisionist” is one who 
seeks to revise the doctrine 
of Marx and Lenin; and 
Khrushchev, later the other 
leaders, were charged with 
being revisionists bec ause 
t h e y preached coexistence 
and abandoned the doctrine 
of an eventual clash between 
communism and capitalism. 
Flashback .Vo. 3—In Cairo 
in May, 1964, I talked with 
Khrushchev after his dedica­ 
tion of the .Aswan Dam. He 


gave me a m e s s a g e for 
President Johnson regarding 
cooperating b e t w e e n the 
United States and Ru s s i a 
over Cuba, He did not want 
further friction over Cuba 
and proposed certain ideas to 
avoid it. 
This climaxed a year in 
which 
President 
Johnson, 
new in office, had carefully 
tried to ease tensions with 
Moscow. 
Flashback .Vo. 4—In Mos­ 
cow m the winter of 1965. I 
found Soviet leaders indig­ 
nant over the new .John.son 
policy of bombing North Viet 
Nam. They were indignant 
first because it played into 
the hands of the Chinese, 
who 
immediately 
taunted 
them; “ We told you so. You 
can’t possibly coexist with 
those im perialist Ameri­ 
cans.” 
They were also indignant 
because Johnson had initi­ 
ated his bombing attack on 
Feb. 7. about 48 hours after 
Premier Kosygin arrived in 
Hanoi. 
They 
did 
not 
tell 
me. 
though 
it 
was 
confirmed 
later, 
that 
Ko.sygin 
had 
stopped in Peking en route to 
Hanoi to ask Chinese cooper­ 
ation in arranging peace for 
Viet Nam. and that upon his 
arrival in Hanoi he had made 
a peace plea to Ho Chi Minh. 
Obviously his peace feelers 
were shattered by the bomb­ 
ing raids which followed al­ 
most as if an answer to his 
overtures.

This is a clear violation of 
Public l.aw 829, enacted by 
the 77th Congress some 24 
years ago. (Oh, how 1 wish 
I’d had this story on July 4.) 
Old 
So. 
829, 
commonlv 
called “ The F l a g Code,” 
says, among other things, 
that the flag should n e v e r 
have placed upon it, or on 
any part of it, any mark, 
Insignia, letter, word, figure, 
design, picture or drawing. 
☆ 
So, not only has the Post 
Office broken this law, it 
probably has violated the 
code by using the .American 
flag on a stamp in the first 
place. The “ Flag Code” says 
the flag should never be 
printed or impressed on pa­ 
per, napkins, boxes or any­ 
thing that is designed f o r 
temporary use and discard. 
Isn’t that what stamp.s are?

Bartlett Boyles held that the 
funds arc the sole property of 
First Federal Savings a n d

tion to place the funds of the 
two firms on the tax rolls. 


The county had acted on the 


basis of an opinion of the 
state attorney general's of- 
fice that the funds belonged 
to the individual borrowers 
rather than the loan compan- 
ies. 


Judge Boyles ruled this or- 


der "erroneous, unauthorized 


He said that the funds arc 


exempt from taxation under 
state law for reasons that ad- 
vance payments arc the sole 
and exclusive property of the 
savings and loan companies.

Lancaster District J u d g e 
Bartlett Boy les held that the 
fu nd s are the sole property of 
First Fed eral Sav ings a n d 
Loan and Union Loan and 
Sav ings Co., which appealed 
the cou nty ’s Dec. 28, 1965, ac­ 
tio n to place the fu nd s of the 
two firms on the tax rolls. 
The cou nty had acted on the 
basis of an opinion 
of the 
state attorney general’s of­ 
fice that the fu nd s belonged 
to the ind iv id u al borrowers 
rather than the loan compan­ 
ies. 
Ju d ge Boy les ru led this or­ 
d er “erroneou s, u nau thorized 
and contrary to law.” 
The so-called escrow fu nd s 
are ad v ance pay ments mad e 
by the mortgage borrowers to 
pay for insu rance, special as­ 
sessments and tax es and are 
ad d ed to the company ’s gen­ 
eral fu nd and reinv ested or 
reloaned . 
Ju d ge Boy les ru led that the 
fu nd s were the sole property 
of the plaintiffs and d id not 
constitu te property being held 
in escrow by them u nd er Ne­ 
braska law. 


He said that the fu nd s are 
ex empt from tax ation u nd er 
state law for reasons that ad ­ 
v ance pay ments are the sole 
and ex clu siv e property of the 
sav ings and loan companies.

companies or bu ild ing a n d 
loan associations and are ex ­ 
empt u nd er Nebraska law. 
Those fu nd s held by First 
Fed eral for the Fed eral Na­ 
tional Mortgage Association 
are ex empt becau se the own­ 
er is an instru mentality 
of 
the United States, the ord er 
fu rther stated . 
The Cou nty Board of Equ al­ 
ization had placed on the tax 
rolls $2,003,869 held by First 
Fed eral, $309,7 85 held by Un­ 
ion Loan and Sav ings a n d 
$137 ,355 held by Lincoln Fed ­ 
eral, which d id not appeal to 
the cou rts. 
The fu nd s wou ld hav e been 
tax ed at 25 cents per $100. 
No d ecision had been mad e 
by tlie cou nty as to whether 
Ju d ge Boy les’ ru ling wou ld be 
a p p e a 1 e d to the Su preme 
Cou rt.

— While some skeptics 
are preparing his golf obituary, Arnold 
Pa lm er still talks confidently of winning 
the Masters, PGA and U.S. and British 
opens in a single year. 
“ It’s always been my goal, and I 
still think I have a chance to do it,” the 
jet-flying millionaire pro from Latrobe, 
Pa ., said after watching another tourna­ 
ment slip away last weekend in the Phil­ 
adelphia Classic at the Whitemarsh Val­ 
ley Country Club. 
“ It’s just a matter of getting in the 
right frame of mind. I plan to rest a 
month. I’ve reorganized my business so 
it doesn’t make such heavy demands on 
my golf. I’m only 36. I’ve got plenty of 
time left.” 
Palmer ca m e close to the profession­ 
al grand slam in 19 60 when he won the 
Masters and U.S. Open, missed the Bri­ 
tish Oi>€ n by a stroke and led the PGA 
through the first round. 
Since the 19 64 M asters, however, he 
has failed to win a major crown and has 
fallen into a slump that has seen him 
capture only four tour tournaments 
in 
two years. 
In 19 65, he failed to qualify for the 
la st two rounds of the National Open at 
St. Louis, finished 63rd in the Bing Cros­ 
by, 44th at New Orleans and 33rd in the 
PGA. 
This year, after winning the Los An­ 
geles Open and the Tournament of C^ham- 
pions, he blew a seven-stroke lead in the 
la st nine holes to Bill Casper in the U.S. 
Open at San Francisco, 
then 
lost 
the 
playoff by four shots. He shot a 77 in 
the final round of the Insurance Open at 
Wethersfield. Conn., less than two weeks 
ago and blew the lead on the final day 
Sunday in the Philadelphia Classic. 
This sudden 
shift 
of 
fortunes 
has 
caused many golf observers to predict that 
the great man may finally have run out 
of his magic eiixir and that losing the 
open as he did will create such a psy­ 


chological Impact that he may never win 
another major crown. 
Palmer, his boxer’s physique trim and 
tanned, ridiculed such pessimism during 
the Philadelphia C la ssic~his la st tourna­ 
ment appearance until the World Match 
Play event in England in late September. 
“ In competitive sports, 1 think age is 
a state of mind,” he said. 
“ You must 
remember 
Ben 
Hogan 
didn’t win a major championship until he 
was 35 and he was 40 when he won the 
Masters, National Open and British Open 
in 19 53. If you feel out if it, you are out 
of it. If you feel in it—as I do—you have 
a voice.” 
What is the difference in the Palmer 
of 19 58-63 and the Palm er of 19 64-66? 
“ I find it harder to stay aware,” Ar­ 
nie said. “ For the last couple of years I 
have allowed m yself to get covered up 
with business affairs, and it has affected 
my golf. But better organization has tak­ 
en care of that.” 
There has been a tendency toward 
bad la st rounds, as contrasted to spec­ 
tacular come-from-behind finishes in the 
early career—is there an explanation? 
“ It’s true 1 seem to play better when 
1 am behind, when I have a target to 
shoot at. But even when I was winning, 
I always had one bad round in a tour­ 
nament. It just happens that they are 
coming on the last round.” 
Could it be a psychological effect from 
the blowup at San Francisco? 
“ That was certainly a big letdown for 
me. I won’t forget that for a while. But 
1 remem ber that I had to play some good 
golf to get in that position. 
I don’t in­ 
tend to let it bug me a ll my life.” 
Is there an attack of putting nerves 
such as that which plagues Ben Hogan? 
••I thought once that my putting had 
gone sour. Then I found out that it was 
just that 1 wasn’t getting the ball as dose 
to the hole. I have good putting days and 
bad. My job is to put all the pieces to­ 
gether. I will.”

Mann, a 6-foot-3 golfer from 
Towson.

and grabbed the halfway lead 
in the first Ladies World Se- 
ries of Golf.

Philadelphia t/P) — While some skeptics 


are preparing his golf obituary, Arnold 
Palmer still talks confidently of winning 
the Masters, PGA and U.S. and British 
opens in a single year. 
"It's always been my goal, and I 


still think I have a chance to do it," the 
jet-flying millionaire pro from Latrobc, 
Pa., said after watching another tourna- 
ment slip away last weekend In the Phil- 
adelphia Classic at the Whitemarsh Val- 
ley Country Club. 


"It's just a matter of getting in the 


right frame of mind. I plan to rest a 
month. I've reorganized my business so 
it doesn't make such heavy demands on 
my golf. I'm only 36. I've got plenty of 
time left." 


Palmer came close to the profession- 


al grand slam in 1960 when he won fie 
Masters and U.S. Open, missed the Bri- 
tish Open by a stroke and led the PGA 
through the first round. 


Since the 1964 Masters, however, he 


has failed to win a major crown and has 
fallen into a slump that has seen him 
capture only four tour tournaments in 
two years. 


In 1965, he failed to qualify for the 


last two rounds of the National Open at 
St. Louis, finished 63rd in the Bing Cros- 
by, 44th at New Orleans and 33rd in the 
PGA. 


This year, after winning the Los An- 


geles Open and the Tournament of Cham- 
pions, he blew a seven-stroke lead in the 
last nine holes to Bill Casper in the U.S. 
Open at San Francisco, then lost the 
playoff by four shots. He shot a 77 in 
the final round of the Insurance Open at 
Wethersficld. Conn., less than two weeks 
ago and blew the lead on the final day 
Sunday in the Philadelphia Classic. 


This sutldcn shift 
of fortunes 
has 


caused many golf observers to predict that 
the great man may finally have run out 
of his magic elixir and that losing the 
open as he did will create such a psy- 


chological impact that he may never win 
another major crown. 


Palmer, his boxer's physique trim and 


tanned, ridiculed such pessimism during 
the Philadelphia Classic—his last tourna- 
ment appearance until the World Match 
Play event in England in late September. 


"In competitive sports, I think age is 


a state of mind," he said. 


"You 
must remember Ben Hogan 


didn't win a major championship until he 
was 35 and he was 40 when he won the 
Masters, National Open and British Open 
in 1953. If you feel out if it, you are out 
of it. If you feel in it—as I do—you have 
a voice." 


What is the difference in the Palmer 


of 1958-63 and the Palmer of 1964-66? 


"I find it harder to stay aware," Ar- 


nie said. "For 
fhe last couple of years I 


nave allowed myself to get covered up 
with business affairs, and it has affected 
my golf. But better organization has tak- 
en care of that." 


There has been a tendency toward 


bad last rounds, as contracted to spec- 
tacular come-from-behind finishes in the 
early career—is there an explanation? 


"It's true I seem to play better when 


I am behind, when I have a target to 
shoot at. But even when I was winning, 
I always had one bad round in a tour- 
nament. It just happens that they are 
coming on the last round." 


Could it be a psychological effect from 


the blowup at San Francisco? 


"That was certainly a big letdown for 


me. I won't forget that for a while. But 
1 remember that I had to play some good 
golf to get in that position. So I don't in- 
tend to let it bug me all my life." 


Is there an attack of putting nerves 


such as that which plagues Ben Hogan? 


"I thought once that my putting had 


gone sour. Then I found out that it was 
just that 1 wasn't getting the ball as close 
to the hole. 1 have good putting days and 
bad. My job is to put all the pieces to- 
gether. I will."

Washington (UPI)

Federal Aviation A g e n c y 
asked the Air Force Thurs- 
day please to do something 
about a monstrous wayward 
balloon launched Aug. 24 by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 


The balloon, after perform- 


ing nobly for a while, forgot 
or ignored orders to deflate 
and come down. For days 
now 
it has 
been 
drifting 


across the country, a poten- 
tial menace to jet aircraft 
and a potential goldmine to 
improvisers of flying saucer 
stories. 


The space agency launched 


the 10-million-cubic-foot g a s 
bag from a site near Minne- 
apolis to collect dust par- 
ticles from the stratosphere. 
It rose to 
an 
altitude of 


about 140.000 feet with a sci- 
entific payload suspended 809 
feet beneath it by nylon ca 
ble. 


About seven hours a f t e r 


launch, the payload cut loose 
and descended to earth by 
parachute, according to pro- 
gram. Space officials 
were 


delighted with the perform- 
ance of the payload—it ap- 
parently got the dust. 


But the b a l l o o n misbe- 


haved. Instead of releasing 
its supply of helium l i f t i n g 
gas, it took off on an unpro- 
grammed cross-country trip.

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Mysterious Gas Causes 
Two Blasts In Fremont 


Fremont (UPI)—A mysteri- 


ous "highly Inflammable" gas 
seeped through sewers In a 
20-block long area here Thurs- 
day causing two explosions 
and m i n o r damage. There 
were no injuries. 


The Fremont fire depart- 


ment and state fire marshals 
pinpointed the area containing 
the substance as extending 
three blocks on each side of 
First Street from Main to the 
20-hundred block. The source 
and type of gas had not been 
determined Thursday evening. 


Fire Chi«f Glen Blair, Fire 


Inspector Carl Hansen and two 
state fire marshals were in 
the area to analyze the in- 
flammable substance. 


Blair asked that all resi- 


dents in the area check th»ir 
basements for a sweet-smell- 
ing odor. Residents smelling 
the gas were requested to im- 
mediately disconnect gas wa- 
ter heaters, furnaces or other 
flame using appliances, then 
open basement windows and 
call the fire department. 


State fire marshals said the 


substance was too dense to 
measure on their gas detect- 
ing instruments. 


The two explosions, one at 


1900 East 3rd. at 10:30 a.m., 
and the other at 1900 East 
First at 3:59 p.m., were only 
two blocks apart. 


Capt. Howard Schneider of 


the fire department said the 
seepage 
generally occurred 


through defective t r a p s in 


bathroom 
stools 
and floor 


drains. He said both houses 
had d e f e c t i v e floor drain 
traps. 


Schneider said if a sample 


of the substance had to be 
sent away for analysis, it 
would take a day or more to 
identify the type of gas in- 
volved.

ten Island, N.Y., describing 
himself as a consistent reader 
of this column, which he char- 
acterizes as "well balanced 
and honest, giving pros and 
cons," wants an interpreta- 
tion of the cause of the de- 
cline in stock prices since the 
peak on February 9. He adds: 
"What factors were present 
—approximately a year ago— 
that augcred ill for common 
stocks? List them in order 
of their importance.' 


The Inquiry is based on the 


false premise that the stock 
market Is a computer which 
reacts scientifically to 
changes. In truth, the Stock 
Exchange Is a meeting place 
for buyers and sellers from 
all parts of the world. Fluctu- 
ations represent changes in 
the attitudes and feelings of 
people toward the shape of 
things to come. 


There is inherent risk in 


making 
current judgments 


about 
future developments. 


Mob psychology does not al- 
ways ring the bell. For ex- 
ample, 
the 
downswing in 


stock prices between 1946 and 
1949 gave a bum steer as to 
the continuance of post-war 
prosperity on an ascending 
plateau. 


Depressing Factors 


If 
the depressing factors 


were visible a year ago. the 
public 
ignored 
them 
until 


stock prices reached a new 
high in February. Since then 
and up to the rally last week. 
Dow Jones Industrial Aver- 
ages showed a decline of 21Tt> 
from the February summit, 
as contrasted with a break 
of 27Tc by June 1962 from 
that year's high, after t h e 
late President Kennedy had 
intervened with steel price- 
making. In 1965, a decline of 
10.5Ci took place. 


The reader now asks for a 


post-mortem 
autopsy. 
This 


could be In the nature of Mon- 
day morning quarter-backing. 
As long as a year ago, this 
column pointed out that even 
In dynamic America where 
growth is the norm, the trees 
of prosperity don't grow un- 
interruptedly up to the sky. 


As a matter of fact, the 


annals of American business 
disclose 
that the national 


economy occasionally takes a 
step backwards before taking 
two steps forward. This col- 
umn does not believe in pro- 
moting undue pessimism af- 
ter the market has fallen out 
of bed. 


Oddly enough. Wall Street 


is an exceptional place where 
meritorious issues seem less 
attractive after a substantial 
markdown of prices than be- 
fore.

Sawyer told

has harrassed Nevada resi- 
dents and that state cooper- 
ation with federal efforts to 
attack the underworld "has 
been a one-way street." 


Quoted Report 


The governor quoted a re- 


port issued by t he Nevada 
Gaming Commission, in which 
investigators said: 


"In May, 1961, the office of 


the then-attorney general con- 
tacted the attorney general of 
Nevada, asking that 65 agents 
of the federal government be 
deputized as assistants to ... 
(make) a simultaneous raid 
on all Nevada casinos. 


"What these contemplated 


raids would accomplish—oth- 
er than disastrous publicity to 
the state of Nevada—was 
never explained," the report 
said.

House Approves Breakfast

Washington (/R — The House 


passed by voice vote Thurs- 
day a $545.5-million child-nu- 
trition act that would provide 
breakfasts for needy school 
children. 


The $17.5-mllllon pilot pro- 


ject would provide f e d e r a l 
funds for the breakfast pro- 
gram over a two-ycur period. 


Its sponsor said this is need- 


ed in many areas where chil- 
dren of the poor often go to 
school hungry. 


The bill authorizes S4G5 mil- 


lion over tho next four years 
for the existing special school 
milk program. 


A total of $G3 million would tooed 


be authorized over four years 
as the federal contribution for 
the purchase of equipment to 
help operate the school feed- 


ing program. 


The senate has passed sim- 


ilar legislation and differences 
in the bills must be worked out 
in conference. 


Sponsors said the federal 


donation could be as much as

of domestic espionage upon 
the citizens of this state." 


"This was carried out," the 


report said, "through the sur- 
reptitious placement of elec- 
tronic listening devices in the 
homes and offices of an un- 
known number of Nevada res- 
idents, including but not lim- 
ited to various casino execu- 
tives." 


Agents Testified 


FBI agents testified in a 


Denver federal court that a 
microphone concealed in at 
least one casino recorded or 
transcribed "criminal and un- 
lawful activity." 


The commission report con- 


firmed for the first time that 
Katzenbach declined to give 
Nevada authorities any fed- 
eral evidence during a meet- 
ing in Washington last Aug. 
2 


The commission said Kat- 


zenbach has "expressed the 
opinion that the information 
in possession of his depart- 
ment was unusable in either 
legal or administrative pro- 
ceedings."

Viet Veferans 
Allowed To 
Join Legion 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Johnson signed Into law 
Thursday—minutes before the 
close of the American Legion 
National Convention—a bill to 
allow veterans of the Viet 
Nam war to become Legion- 
naires. 


Congress rushed through 


the legislation d u r i n g the 
course of the four-day conven- 
tion. Formerly only veterans 
of the two world wars and 
the Korean War were eligible 
for membership. Since Con- 
gress chartered the Legion, It 
had to approve any change. 


In a statement issued at the 


signing of the bill, Johnson 
said: "The struggle for free- 
dom in Viet Nam today is as 
important as any conflict in 
which our countrymen have 
ever engaged." He added that 
it was appropriate that Amer- 
icans fighting there should be 
accepted into the legion. 


The first Viet Nam veteran 


was quickly admitted just be- 
fore the newly elected na- 
tional commander, John B. 
Davis, Bismarck, N. D., gav- 
eled the convention to a close. 
The new Legionnaire is Gor- 
don Saffold of Saltville, Va., 
formerly an Army s i g n a l 
corpsman in Saigon. 


Davis is a banker, farmer 


and rancher who won a chest- 
ful of medals, including the 
Silver Star and Bronze Star, 
in World War II. He was 
North Dakota governor in 
1956-60. 


In the final major speech 


of the convention. Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of S t a f f 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler said 
the United States faced a long 
and arduous process in help- 
Ing South Viet Nam become 
free and stable. 


He drew applause from the 


Legionnaires when he spoke 
of the heroism of GIs fighting 
in Viet Nam.
